Making 
poor choices as a young teen, he 
said he became a drug. addict. 
As.a result, JD almost lost his 
life in April 2006 ‘when he over- 
dosed on prescription drugs. 

Since then, through his strong 
faith ‘and hard work, JD is a 
recovering addict. He currently 
resides in Birmingham where he 
works, attends © Jeff State 
Community College and is very 
active in his church, The'Church 
of the Highlands. 

JD is the son of Jimmy Cook 
and Lynn Weeks and is a: 2001 
graduate of Elba High School.
